“LAND  REGISTRY  ACT” 

WHEREAS  under  the  provisions  of  Order  in 
Council  No.  447,  approved  April  5th,  1941,  regula¬ 
tions  were  made  governing  the  registration  in  the 
Land  Registry  Office,  Vancouver,  of  the  title  to 
leases  granted  by  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  Canada 
to  parts  of  the  foreshore  and  bed  of  Burrard  Inlet: 

And  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  Order  in 
Council  No.  472,  approved  April  8th,  1941,  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  enacted  by  the  first- 
mentioned  order  were  extended  to  the  registration 
of  the  title  to  leases  granted  by  the  Crown  in  the 
right  of  Canada  to  any  part  of  the  foreshore  and 
bed  of  New  Westminster  Harbour,  being  all  the 
foreshore  and  bed  of  the  Fraser  River,  including 
all  its  various  channels  west  of  the  west  boundary 
of  the  Dominion  Government  Railway  Belt,  ex¬ 
tending  on  the  North  Arm  to  a  line  drawn  north 
astronomically  across  said  arm  from  the  north-west 
corner  of  Lot  Seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (758), 
Group  One  (1),  New  Westminster  District,  and  on 
the  main  river  to  a  line  drawn  across  said  river 
from  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  One  hundred 
and  thirty  (130),  Group  Two  (2),  New  Westmin¬ 
ster  District,  to  the  southerly  south-east  corner  of 
Section  Seventeen  (17),  Block  Four  (4)  north, 
Range  Four  (4)  west: 

And  whereas  the  Registrar  of  the  New  West¬ 
minster  Land  Registration  District  reports  that 
Trans  Mountain  Oil  Pipe  Line  Company  is  apply¬ 
ing  to  Her  Majesty  in  the  right  of  Canada  for  a 
grant  of  easement  or  right-of-way  over  a  portion 
of  the  bed  of  the  Fraser  River  lying  within  the 
limits  of  New  Westminster  Harbour  as  hereinbe¬ 
fore  defined,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  its  pipe-line 
in  the  bed  of  the  Harbour: 

And  whereas  the  Minister  remarks  that  it  is  in 
the  public  interest  that  the  title  to  easements  and 
rights-of-way  granted  by  the  Crown  in  the  right  of 
Canada  over  the  foreshore  and  bed  of  New  West¬ 
minster  Harbour  should  be  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  in  the  same 
manner  as  leases  comprising  the  foreshore  and  bed 
of  New  Westminster  Harbour  are  registered,  and 
that  accordingly  regulations  should  be  made  under 
the  provisions  of  section  257  (2)  of  the  “Land 
Registry  Act  ”  to  permit  the  registration  of  such 
casements  and  instruments  of  title  derived  there¬ 
from  : 

His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pursuant  to  sub¬ 
section  (2)  of  section  257  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act,”  the  following  regulations  be  made: — 


(1)  Upon  application  being  made  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  for  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  title  comprised  in  any  easement  or  right- 
of-way  covering  part  of  the  foreshore  or  bed  of 
New  Westminster  Harbour  as  hereinbefore  defined, 
derived  from  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  Canada, 
and  where  no  certificate  of  indefeasible  title  has 
been  issued  covering  the  land  comprised  in  the 
easement  or  right-of-way,  the  Registrar,  upon  being 
satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  a  good  safe  holding 
and  marketable  title  thereto,  and  upon  deposit  of 
the  original  grant  in  his  office,  and  upon  payment 
of  the  same  fees  chargeable  in  respect  of  easements 
now  registered  under  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,” 
shall  register  the  title  claimed  by  the  applicant  by 
entering  a  memorandum  of  the  easement  or  right- 
of-way  in  the  register  prescribed  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Order  in  Council  No.  447,  approved  April 
5th,  1941. 

(2)  Where  the  easement  or  right-of-way  has 
been  so  registered,  the  title  conferred  by  any  instru¬ 
ment  of  assignment  or  charge  in  respect  of  that 
easement  or  right-of-way  may,  upon  application 
and  upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees,  be  registered 
by  endorsement  of  a  memorandum  thereof  in  the 
same  folio  of  the  register  in  which  the  easement  is 
registered. 

(3)  The  entry  of  the  memorandum  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  para¬ 
graphs  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  Crown 
in  the  right  of  Canada  had  applied  for  and  obtained 
a  certificate  of  indefeasible  title  to  the  land  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  easement  or  right-of-way,  and  the 
easement,  right-of-way,  assignment,  or  charge  were 
registered  against  the  title  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act.” 

(4)  Where  an  application  is  made  for  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  indefeasible  title  to  any  land  comprising 
any  part  of  the  foreshore  or  bed  of  New  West¬ 
minster  Harbour  as  hereinbefore  defined  and  there 
are  entries  in  the  register  affecting  the  title  to  the 
land,  the  application  shall  be  subject  to  such  entries, 
and  the  Registrar,  upon  issuing  a  certificate  of 
indefeasible  title  to  the  land,  shall  forthwith  carry 
forward  the  title  created  by  the  entries  in  the 
register  by  endorsing  a  memorandum  thereof  in  the 
appropriate  register  containing  the  certificate  of 
indefeasible  title  to  the  land,  effective  from  the 
time  of  registration  and  in  the  same  order  of 
priority  as  the  entries  were  made  in  the  register, 
and  thereupon  the  register  defined  in  paragraph 
(1),  in  so  far  as  it  affects  the  land  in  respect  of 
which  the  certificate  of  indefeasible  title  has  been 
issued,  shall  be  closed. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ” 
shall  mutatis  mutandis  extend  and  apply  to  regis¬ 
trations  applied  for  and  effected  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  order. 

And  that  notice  of  this  order  shall  be  published 
in  five  consecutive  issues  of  the  Gazette  and  the 
order  shall  become  effective  on  completion  of  the 
publication  therein.

PURSUANT  to  section  56  of  the  “  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Corporation  Income  Tax  Act,  1949,”  being 
chapter  63  of  the  Statutes  of  1949,  His  Honour  the

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE 
“  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  CORPORATION 
INCOME  TAX  ACT,  1949  ” 

The  Regulations  under  the  “  British  Columbia 
Corporation  Income  Tax  Act,  1949,”  are  amended 
as  follows: — 

1.  By  adding  to  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  (1) 
of  section  600  thereof,  immediately  following  sub- 
paragraph  (x)  thereof,  the  following  new  sub- 
paragraph  (xi): — 

“(xi)  of  class  11,  35%,  and” 

2.  By  revoking  all  that  part  of  paragraph  (/) 
preceding  subparagraph  (i)  thereof  of  subsection 
(1)  of  section  600  thereof,  and  by  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“(/)  such  additional  amount  as  he  may  claim 
in  the  case  of  property  which  is  included 
in  class  1,  2  (by  reason  of  paragraph  (a) 
or  (c)  thereof),  3,  or  6  in  Schedule  A  to 
these  Regulations  in  respect  of  which  a 
certificate  has  been  obtained  as  provided 
by  section  605,  not  exceeding  the  least  of  ” 

3.  By  revoking  paragraph  (c)  of  subsection  (2) 
of  section  606  thereof,  and  by  substituting  therefor 
the  following  new  paragraph  (c): — 

“(c)  a  property  included  in  class  1,  2,  4,  9,  10 
(except  under  paragraph  (i)  thereof),  11, 
12,  or  14  in  Schedule  A  to  these  Regula¬ 
tions,” 

4.  By  revoking  paragraph  ( d )  in  subsection  (2) 
of  section  606  thereof,  and  by  substituting  therefor 
the  following  new  paragraph  {d) :  — 

“(i/)  a  property  in  respect  of  which  the  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  for  Canada  has 
issued  a  certificate  of  eligibility  to  the  tax¬ 
payer,” 

5.  By  adding  to  subsection  (2)  of  section  606 
thereof  the  following  new  paragraphs  (/)  and 

(s)  '• — 


“(/)  a  property  acquired  by  bequest  or  inheri¬ 
tance,  or 

“(g)  a  property  acquired  by  a  taxpayer  from  a 
vendor  with  whom  he  was  not  dealing  at 
arms  length  if  the  property  was  depreciable 
property  of  the  vendor  on  April  10th, 
1951.” 

6.  By  revoking  section  901  thereof  and  by  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following  new  section  901:— 

“901.  (1)  Where  the  taxpayer  operates  an  oil 
or  gas  well,  the  deduction  allowed  for  a  taxation 
year  is  33‘/3  per  cent  of  the  profits  of  the  taxpayer 
for  the  year  reasonably  attributable  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  oil  or  gas  from  the  well. 

“(2)  Where  a  person,  other  than  the  operator, 
has  an  interest  in  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the 
products  of  an  oil  or  gas  well  or  an  interest  in 
income  from  the  operation  of  the  well,  the  deduc¬ 
tion  allowed  for  a  taxation  year  is  25  per  cent  of 
the  amount  in  respect  of  such  interest  included  in 
computing  his  income  for  the  year. 

“(3)  Where  an  amount  received  in  respect  of 
an  interest  in  the  income  from  the  operation  of  a 
well  is  a  dividend  or  is  deemed  by  the  Act  to  be  a 
dividend,  no  deduction  shall  be  allowed  under  this 
section. 

“(4)  Where  the  taxpayer  operates  more  than 
one  oil  or  gas  well,  the  profits  referred  to  in  sub¬ 
section  ( 1 )  shall  be  the  aggregate  of  the  profits 
minus  the  aggregate  of  the  losses  of  the  taxpayer 
for  the  year  reasonably  attributable  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  oil  or  gas  from  all  wells  operated  by  the 
taxpayer. 

“(5)  In  computing  the  profits  reasonably  attribu¬ 
table  to  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  for  the  purpose 
of  this  section,  a  deduction  shall  be  made  equal  to 
the  amounts,  if  any,  deducted  in  computing  the 
taxpayer’s  income  for  the  taxation  year  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1 1  of  the  Act.” 

7.  By  revoking  subsection  (3)  of  section  902 
thereof  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  following 
new  subsections  (3),  (4),  and  (5): — 

“(3)  Where  the  taxpayer  operates  more  than 
one  base-  or  precious-metal  mine,  the  profits 
referred  to  in  subsections  (1)  and  (2)  shall  be  the 
aggregate  of  the  profits  minus  the  aggregate  of  the 
losses  of  the  taxpayer  for  the  year  reasonably 
attributable  to  the  production  of  prime  metal  from 
all  mines  operated  by  the  taxpayer. 

“(4)  In  computing  the  profits  reasonably  attribu¬ 
table  to  the  production  of  prime  metal  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  section,  a  deduction  shall  be  made 
equal  to  the  amounts,  if  any,  deducted  in  comput¬ 
ing  the  taxpayer’s  income  for  the  taxation  year 
under  the  provisions  of 

“(a)  section  11  of  the  Act,  and 

“(6)  section  905  of  these  Regulations. 

“(5)  Where  a  person,  other  than  the  operator, 
receives  a  rental  or  royalty  in  respect  of  a  base-  or 
precious-metal  mine,  based  on  the  value  or  quantity 
of  the  production  from  the  mine,  the  deduction 
allowed  for  a  taxation  year  is  25  per  cent  of  the 
amount  of  such  rental  or  royalty  included  in  com¬ 
puting  his  income  for  the  year.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  ( 1 )  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: —

bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.
